Was Sf evenson Talking to Himself? 


At the time of the B*y of Pig* diuiter, 


United State* Ambassador to the United 
Nation* Adlai Stevenson denied emphat- 
ically that the United States government 
had any knowledge of the attempted in- 
vasion by Cuban exiles. It turned out that 
no one in Washington had bothered to 
let Mr. Steven«on know what was afoot. 
We wonder today just how much in touch 
the ambassador is with the White House 
and the Departments of State and Defense 
regarding the troubles in Southeast Atia. 


Stevenson was in Europe when things 


went from bad to worse in Laos and Viet 
Nam and he burned back to the U.N. 
headquarters in New York. Sternly he 
warned the General Assembly that "the 
United States cannot stand by while South- 
east Asia is overrun by armed aggression. 
As long as the peoples of that area are de- 
termined to preserve their own independ- 
ence, and ask for our help in preserving 
It, we will extend it ... 
and if anyone 


has the illusion that my government will 
abandon the people of Viet Nam—or that 
we shall weary of the burden of support 
that we are rendering to these people—it 
can only be due to ignorance of the de- 
termination and stamina of the American 
people." 


Ambassador Stevenson almost sounded 


as if he were trying to convince himself 
rather than the Soviet Union. 


Secretary McNamara speaks about our 


"advisors" in Viet Nam. The Department 
of State implies that we will use meas- 
ures short of war to try to halt Red inva- 
sions. But what measures short of war will 
do so? And which groups are we going 
to support in their determination not to 
be overrun? 


Secretary McNamara has been charg- 


ing that it has been Congressional cut* in 
foreign aid which has led to American 
failures in Viet Nam. But it has been the 
Democratic administrations and the Demo- 
cratic advisors who have complained that 
less military and more economic aid should 
be sent. And the inadequacy of the planes 
Americans have been flying in Viet Nam 
are net due to foreign aid cuts. 


There appears to be the same sort of

But 
how is the United States to determine 
which group — in Stevenson's words — is 
"determined to preserve their own inde- 
pendence" and thereby qualify for our as- 
sistance? 


Meanwhile Walter Lippmann, who had 


long decried the presence of our troops In 
Viet Nam or any American effort to fight 
a land war in Asia, writes that France 
and the United States have the same ideas 
in mind concerning Asia but mustn't agree 
in public. He also says that "when" United 
States troops are withdrawn from Viet 
Nam, 
we should maintain strong sea and 


air units in the area to discourage mor* 
Red aggression. But quite obviously our 
warships steaming around in the Pacific 
and our jet planes watching Red troop 
movements are not going to deter any- 
thing if the enemy knows they are just 
for show. 


We do not want to fight a land war in 


the Asian jungles. But our government 
has managed to get itself out on so many 
limbs that we may be committed to just 
that. If we are not going to attack bases 
in the north or halt the flow of Commu- 
nist aid across the Cambodian and Laotian 
borders, then we should get out of Viet 
Nam whatever Ambassador Stevenson has 
to say about "illusions."

by every beautiful woman on 
the frontier. 


Daytime 
f a n t a s y , like 


dream-work, performs a use- 
ful function: it enables us to 
relieve anxieties and find in 
the world of fancy a flatter- 
ing role for ourselves 
that 


reality may have denied us. If 
it is not excessive—not a mere 
substitute for life — fantasy 
acts as a protective bandaae 
against the bruises of the here 
and the now. 


Children who are over-or- 


ganized, 
continually 
super- 


vised, stimulated into "social 
activity," -are missirg out on 
the nourishment of solitude, 
the healing properties of pri- 
vacy. Learning how to be 
alone (and wanting at times 
to be left alone) is also an im- 
portant part of "getting along 
with people." Those who crave 
continual company 
are 
as 


emotionally impoverished 
as 


those who compulsively with- 
draw from company. 


Children who are "social- 


ized" too intensely lose the 
capacity for creative solitude 
and become quickly and easi- 
ly bored when outside stimu- 
lus is lacking. I do not hap- 
pen to think that either the 
programs or the commercials 
on television are in them- 
selves "bad" for youngsters; 
what is bad is the increasing 
reliance on an outside stimu- 
lus, and a corresponding loss 
of the child's own inner re- 
sources. 


The wellsprings of creativi- 


ty are not in the everyday 
mind, 
but 
in 
the 
deeper 


layers, far below the surface, 
where waking and dreaming 
meet. All scientific, artistic, 
and even relignxis contribu- 
tions come from this area; 
and if it remains under-devel- 
oped (either from too much 
social activity or too much re- 
liance on mechanized "enter- 
tainment"), then the grown 
person is likely to remain 
shallow and stereotyped. 


"Making up things" in the 


mind is far from a useless or 
trivial pursuit. Consider how 
much of the "aimless fantasy" 
of a generation ago has been 
transformed into the concrete 
reality af our time.
